ATTACKER FREE. 

A sensational s:rcet shoot- 
ing incident, which, for sheer 
boldness has only been 
rivalled in recent years by 
the murder of Mr. Lee Hy- 
san, occurred at 11.30 a.m. 
this morning at the junction 
of Connaught Road Central 
and Jubilee Street, by the 
side’ of the Fire Station 
building. : 

A young Chinese, well-dressed 
and apparently educated, was 
fired at when walking along 
Connaught Road Central, one of 
the most crowded thoroughfares 
in the ‘central. dixtricd. 

The feature of this amazing af- 
fair, however, was that his assail- 
ant was able to escape without any- 
body in the vicinity being able to 
tive a satisfactory description .to 


the Police, who were on the. scene 
within a few minutes. 


Serlously Wounded, 


Details are scanty at present, but 
{t would appear from inquiries 
made in Jubilee Strect, that two 
shots were fired. This was borne 
out by the Injuries to the victim, 
who was struck by two bullets in, 
the lower ribs, 

He was still alive bat-in a serious 

_ condition on the arrival of Police 
officers, and was immediately sent 
to the Government Civil Hospital. 

It is understood that, he 
was unable to spenk English 
or was in 8 too serious condition 
to speak coherently when ques- 
tioned by the Pallce with the 
result that no light has been 
_ thrown on the Incident beyond the 
beHef that it has ‘some connexion 
with the Communist movement in 
Nongkong. . 


Emergency Squad QOut. 

The Emergency Squad attuched 
to Headquarters was on the scene 
ten minutes from the actual time 
of the shooting, but other Poltce 
officers were already there, Firat 
auld os far as practicable was 
upplied to the injured man, who 
wus, as stated, taken to hospital 
in an ambulance,

On the roadside close to the 
pavement on the Fire Station side 
was u pool of blood, which was 
pointed out ag the apot on which 
the victim fell after being struck 
by the bullets.

Severe earthquake shocks

Formed Buyers’ Association. 


Outlining the facts, Inspector 
Shannon sid the accused ‘came 
to the Colony ubout October, 1930, 
from Australia, About Novern- 
ber, he made the acquaintance 
of Mr. Whitta, proprietor of the 
Used Cars, Limited and obtained 
his permission té put a desk in 
his office. He formed an Assocla- 
tion called the Combined Buyers 
Association and carried on busi- 
ness, which, as far as was- known. 
waa quite legitimate. His desk 
was still in Mr, Whitta’s office. 


On February .27, about 9.80 
p.m. the sceused went to the 
Tung Lee money changer's shop 
at 37, Queen's Road, Central, and 
made arrangements to get £76 
and said he would come for the 
money in the morning.

. Or SILVER 
VERY UNLIKELY. 


ANALYSIS’ OF THE 
POSITION. 


UNCERTAINTY OF THE 
FUTURE. 


LONDON OPINION. 


An opinion against the 
likelihood of the stabilisation 
of silver by international 
agreement is expressed in the 
annual bullion Iectter publish- 
ed by Messrs. Samuel Mon- 
tagu and Co., the well-known 
London bullion merchants. 

On the future outlook, it is 
pointed out that even in.times of 
undixturbed political conditions 
it has been a matter of difficulty 
to attempt a forecast of the 
trend of silver, and to do so at 
the present time presents even 
more diMfculties. : 

The situation in China hig ue- 
come more hopeful and it is much 
to be desired that that country may 
now be able to enjoy freedom from 
internal disturbances, thus giving 
the Chinese Government an oppor- 
{tunity of devoting their cnergies 
to the re-establishment — of: trade, 
for a revival of China's - export 
trade would do much to restore 
confidence in the future of silver. 


Too Much Silver. 


The affairs of India, the other 
fereat silver consuming country of 
the ast, are engaging the utmost 
efforts of stutesmanship in order 
that a settlement of her djfficulties 
may be found. The satisfactory 
solution of the problem fs of it 
utmost necessity if her trade ia 
not to be ‘ampered in a atrugele 
already rendered” difficult by 
world-wide depression. If it be 
admitted that the low level to 
which prices have fallen is due to 
the present existence of too much 
silver in the world, then any 
improvement must come from an 
incrensed demand, and on the 
likelihood of the Intter the future 
of the market depends. Ko has 
been sugested that a conference 
of interested partics might be 
able to find some palliative, but it 
is unlikely that artificial means 
would be sucecssful in view of 
the diverse interosts of those most 
concerned. 


Arts and Crafts, 


Naturally the low value of 
silver gives rise to consideration 
ne to whether greater use of the 
metal could’ not be made fog the 
manufacture of articles of ulility 
at prices more commensurate 
with the intrinsic value oz the 
silver contents, This possibility 
is worthy of examination: it 
should not be beyond the powers 
of science to find some way to 
prevent or to minimise the ten- 
dency to tarnish, which Is con- 
sidered -one of the great draw- 
backs of silver ag a medium for 
the application of the arts and 
ernfta. The discovery of stain- 
fess stecl has proved of inestim- 
able valuc; ix it not possible 
therefore thut discovery. of a 
meana for the trentment of ailver 
would be equally or even more 
valuable? . : 

The question of the future of 
silver, however, is still one of 
supply und demand, and whilat 
the former is perhaps nasuired, It 
is the probable extent of the jatter 
that renders the: outlook’ so un- 
certain. . bok

ed to permit. theex-Chairman of 
the Legislative Council to return 
to his own residence -fn Nanking 
city.

J and four bodyguards. 


The Police Commissioner per'- 
donally escorted Mr. Hu to his 
residgnce and placed a company of 
policemen to act as guards outside 
the residence of the ex-Legialative 
Counet!

Still Under Observation, 


President Chiang appears to be 
undecided whether to permit Mr. 
Hu Hnan-min to leave Nanking and 
is maintaining: strict surveillance 
over his movomenta.” All tele- 
grams and newspaper articles 
pertaining to Mr, Hu Han-mia's 
activities and to military move- 
ments in the .Provinces ure sub- 
jected to a careful censorship in 
Nanking and Shanghai. 

The elimination of Mr, Ha Han- 
min from the political arena is 
expected to pave the way for the 
enforcement of a joint policy be- 
tween President Chiang Kai-shek 
and General Chang Haueh-liang 
to rule China by a Federal scheme.
